THE SOCTT ACT. 

Orrawa, Ont., July 14.—In the House of Com- 
mons last night, Sir John Macdonald said that it 
would be impossinle to intreduce during the 
present session the legislation necessary to provide 
for the enforcement of the Scott act. 

Hon. Mr. Bowell admitted that factories at 
Magog, Western St. Croix and Brantford were 
using imported machinery, the duty on which had 


not been paid. 
THE FISHERY QUESTION. 


Mr, Forbes asked if it was the intention of the 
Government during the continuance of the free 
fishing arrangements allowed American fishermen 
to pay to the fishermen of the Dominion a bonus 
equivalent to the duties paid on fish shipped to the 
United States by Canadian shippers. Mr. Me- 
Clellan said that no such decisien had been arrived 
at, but the whale fishery question had yet to be 


considered. 
THE BOUNDARIES QUESTION. 


Mr» Mills asked whether the Government intended- 
to invite Parliament to ask for imperial legislation 
in the matter of the Ontario boundary this session. 
Sir John Macdonald said that there was no difficul 
ty about the boundary line, between Ontario and 
Manitoba, but the Government had yet to consider 
what was the northern boundary of Quebec. He 
proposed to confer with the Governments of 
Quebec, Ontarie and Manitoba and ask for imperial 
legislation on the whole question. 

DISCUSSING THE FISHERIES. 

On motion to go into Committee of Supply, 
Mr. Weldon rose to charge the Government with 
with neglect, delay and mismanagement in relation 
tothe fishery question. After the expiration of 
the Washington Treaty the Government had delayed 
action until it was completely at the mercy of the 
Americans,and now a disadvantageous arrange- 
ment was made, not on the ground of aiding Cana- 
dian fishermen, but that it would save American 
Gshermen from inconvenience, While Canada 
undertook to protect American fishermen from 
molestation in her waters, the United States did not 
offer any protection to Canadians fishing in Amer- 
ican waters. No treaty or other arrangement was 
necessary to enable American vessels to buy bait, 
ice or other supplies from Canadian merchants, so 
that Canada was getting nothing whatever for the 
use of ber fisheries. The whole arrangement was of 
a very one-sided character and Americans were not 
likely to give anything for what they now enjoyed. 

Sir John Macdonald denied that the Government 
had been guilty of neglect or delay. Had negotia- 
tions been opened*in 1883, or in 1884. the Government 
would have courted a repulse. The United States 
Gevernment could notbe expected to change its 
whole policy at the request of the Canadians. He 


was not essential to Canadian prosperity. 
had done without b from 1865 to 1871, and could do 
without it again. The Government had already 
done a great deal for the fishermen of the maritime 
provinces. Thecateh of fish by Canadian fisher- 
men was not restricted by the useof Canadian 
waters by Americans.

JACKSON, THE YVUGITIVE TEXAS GATTLEMAN, TRACED 
TO HAVANA. 

Hirissono, Texis, July 14.—It was yesterday 
learned here that W. A. Jackson, the wealthy cat- 
tleman who recently fled the country leaving debts 
to the amount of $30;000, is in Cuba. After selling 
his train load of Cattle in Chicago, be pocketed 
the proceeds, amounting to nearly 300.000. and 
wert to New York, where he took the éteamer for 
Cuba. Fearing the effect of his ignoble flight upon 
the mind of his sensitive wife, he sent her through 
a friend in St. Louis a long cable message from Ha- 
vana, defending his course and begging bis wife's 
forgiveness.

TANNERS’ RIOTS. 

Vienna, July 14.—A dispatch from Brunn states 
that the tanners of Trebitsche, in Moravia, are ia 
such a state of turbulence that serious trouble is 
feared. The tanners had been rioting and àt- 
tempted to rescue two; Socialists from the jail where 
they were imprisoned, In the attack on the jail, 
the mob stoned the gendarmes on guard. The 
latter charged upon their assailants with fixed 
bayonets and weunded many of the 
rioters. This exasperated the tanners, who have 
renewed the rioting, Their conduct is at present 
so threatening that the Trebitsche authorities have 
applied for military assistance. The number of 
tanners who attacked the jail was 2,900, and thi 
number has been considerably increased by the 
mob which is now threatening the peace.

the Prison Inspectors yesterday finally decided 
to locate the branch penitentiary at Kansas 
City wasin accordance with their intention 


coquetting with Cape Girardeau and other 
places was a mere ruse to bring Kansas City 
real estate owners to terms, and that after all 
they have concluded to make the location at 
Kansas City definitely, regardless of the cost 
of the land—which means further and larger 
appropriations for the benefit of Kansas City 
real estate speculators. In addition to Auditor 
WaALKER’S statements, last Saturday's Kansas 
City Times contained a letter from Senator 
A. M. ALLEN expressing astonishment 
at the pretended hesitation of the In- 
spectors, and stating very positively 
that, with the knowledge and by the 
advice of the Inspectors, the branch peniten- 
tiary bill was conceived and brought forth as 
a Kansas City project or job, and owed its 
introduction and passage entirely to the under- 
standing that every one of the Inspectors was 
in favor of locating the branch at Kansas City 
and would not think of locating it elsewhere. 
Although Treasurer SEIBERT has since voted in 
favor of Cape Girardeau, and still voted that 
way to the last, he, too, it seems, was only 
trifling with his Oape neighbors, and was really 
under a quasi pledge all the time to see that 
Kansas City won the prize. As a member of 
the Joint Committee on the Penitentiary, Sen- 
ator ALLEN says: 

Shortly after the organization of the last General 
Assembly they requested an interview with the 
joint committees on penitentiary of the Senate and 
House of Representatives. The committees met in 
joint session and the subject of a new penitentiary 
was fully discussed, both by the inspectors and the 
committee, At this meeting the inspectors unhesi- 
tatingly expressed themselves in favor of Kansas 
City as the proper place for its location. They said 
that if located at or near that place it would be seif- 
sustaining. The auditor and treasurer seemed to 
take especial paina to emphasize their views and 
impress them upon the committee. 

He adds that the bill was fixed up to suit the 

Inspectors, and that, before it was put on its 
passage with their approval, they one and all 
„again declared that Kansas City was the only 
place where the institution could be made self- 
sustaining.” He says that when they went to 
Kansas City and were offered land at the ex- 
ceedingly low price of $2,000 or $3,000 per 
acre, they began traveling over the State in 
an undecided way, spending the money appro- 
priated for the building of the Penitentiary, 
instead of coming to Kansas City at once and 
locating it, as they vowed they would do, and 
as they well knew the Legislature intended 
they should do.” In his published exposure of 
their doings on Saturday last Senator ALLEN 
said: 
Here are State officers who obtrude their views 
upon the commitee when the bill is being framed, 
and is under discussion, and in its passage, all the 
time making it convenient to parade their opinions 
as to the proper place for the location of a State 
institution, declaring in public and in private that 
Kansas City was the place to locate it. How can 
these gentlemen ignore their former actions and 
doings? 

And on Monday, having heard the crack 
of the Kansas City whip, they announced that 
they had located the branch according to their 
original pledges, regardless of the price asked 
for land! 

It seems to us that the Inspectors have not 
pursued either a dignified or a wise course in 
this matter. Their trifling with other locations 
when they were committed to Kansas City in 
advance by private pledges which they dared 
not break, was not only contemptible, but has 
utterly failed as a bluff to the real estate spec- 
ulators at Kansas City, who knew all the time 
that they had a collar around the neoks of the 
Inspectors. The appropriation will now be ex- 
hausted in buying a small bit of land, and the 
next thing will be a call for further appropria- 
tions to buy and grade more Kansas City hills 
and hollows at fancy prices.

The Christian and the Mehammedan stood 
together and bent with reverence over the hallowed 
spot where the American had slept so long on a 
foreign shore. They carefully raised his crumbling 
coffin and tenderly preserved every atom of his 
precious dust, and thenina triple casket all his 
mortal remains were covered with flowers, and to 
the music of an immortal song he started on his 
final voyage home. 

“As she ship that bore him rode into the harbor 
of New York the authorities of that great metropo- 
lis rose up to do him honor as if one of the mighty 
dead had returned to earth.

The contractor who has the. reconstruction of 
Broadway from Wasbington to Franklin aveaue 
has now fairly begun his work, and already the 
block from Washington to Lucas avenue is torn up 
from the railway track to the eastern curb. Still 
the strect is not closed, vehicles passing through on 
the west side, and traffic to and from the 
Union Market being undisturbed and only 
slightly cramped. This contractor, it seems, has 


listened to the suggestions of the Post-Dispatcn in 
fits efforts to lessen the nuisance which street re- 
construction has entailed on the down-town ther- 
ouglfares. The contracter who is laying down tbe 
—— blocks between Washington avenue and 
jive street has paid no attention to the demands 
of the public, of property owners aud of the insur- 
ance representatives; indeed, if anything, that gen- 
tleman has gone about his work in a manner t 
commends him to the hearty condemnation of 
every body interested in the completion and rapid 
return of the thoroughfare to public use. 
THE STREET 18 CLOSED 
for three blocks, and, as has been described before 
these columus, it is torn to pieces so badly that 
there no prospect of possible 
immediate relief from its 
dition. Merchants who have put 
inconvenience by the contractor's method of 
— business are unreserved in their e ons 
of disgust. They say the street has now torn 
up for nearly four weeks, yet there is no prospect 
of having it reopened to traffic in less than a month 
from this date. There are four or five men 2 
the granite blocks in position on the east side o 
the street at the Olive street end of the barricade; a 
dozen men are plying shovels and picks on the west 
side between Olive aud Locust, and two or three 
men are aiding in the work of destruction between 
Locust and St. Charles. All are progressing slowly. 
2 — the men who are doing the paving. 
there is not ten feet of granite laid on Broadway 
at this point, although the work is more than three 
weeks old, At this rate the three blocks 
should be paved and ready for traffic by next 
Christmas. The merchants say that their property 
ig not only endangered to loss by reason of the 
blockade which the Fire Department” would 
encounter were it called to cope with a conflagra- 
tion in this neighborhood, but their business is 
seriously interfered with, as shipments cannot be 
made with any facility The fire danger, however, 
is the largest, as millions of dollars’ werth of prop- 
erty find shelter in the houses lining Broadway 
between the streets which bound this contract. 
Some idea of the extent of the loss may be gleaned 
consulting this diagram, which gives the names 
of the large dealers on both sides of Broadway 
between Olive street and Washington avenue:

Saloon- Keepers Crowding the Col- 
lector’s Office and Promptly 
Paying Up.

About One Hundred Wine and Beer 
Shops Closed and the Owners of Two 
Hundred More to be Sent to Court— 
A Large Number of Remonstrances 
Against New Saloons—Those Now 
Pending. 


The Collector office has been crowded to-day, as 
it has been every day since July 3, when the dram- 
shop licenses fell due, by saloon-keepers anxious to 
pay in their share of the city and State revenue. 
Mr. Sexton and his deputiessay that the returns 
are simply surprising in the face of all the talk that 
has been made to the effect that times were hard 
and business bad, and that there would, in conse- 
quence, be a wholesale closing of saloons. The saloon - 
keepers are paying up five times as rapidly as 
they did last year and the indications are that 
there will be a very large increase in the revenue 
from this source. The last canvass of the city 
showed that there were 1,672 saloons in operation 
within its limits, of which number about 600 did 
business under the wine and beer license law, Most 
of these were saloous attached to grocery stores, 
although there were not a few men engaged in 
seliing drinks who were satisfied with a wine and 
beer license and took the chance ef being caught 
violating the law by selling liquor The last Legis- 
lature abolished the wine aud beer license and 
made it necessary for all who wanted to sell drinks 
to take out a regular saloon license. The difference 
this would make to their pockets was a one,

A Famous English Jockey. 

One of the most famous English jockeys died at 
St. Giles’ Work House in London a couple of Weeks 
ago. The Sporting Times says: He was decidedly 
the best lightweight of his day, and possessed most 
unflinching courage. Not even the most daring acts 
of horsemanship of Archer have eciipsed the per- 
formances of Newhouse, and we have more partic- 
ularly in our mind's eye a race he rode on The Shah 
at Brighton. The herse had been made the medi- 
um of a desperate plunge, in which Newhouse was 
asharer, In the race he was apparently hopelessly 
shut in until very near home, when it became a 
case of “neck or nothing“ with him. He aeter- 
mined on risking his neck, so dashing in next the 


rails, where there was not nearly fairly 
pushed his principal opponent out of the way, and 
won by ahead. The owner of the horse, when I 
last saw him, was not in a much better plight than 
his jockey. The ruin of Newno was heavy 
betting, and for this neglected his riding. We bave 
seen kim perched in the most prominent part of 
the ring, openiy betting in hundreds and monkeys, 
either on his own or other people's. 

He took in that famous expedition that 
Chetwynd fitted out for the purpose of rooking 
Khedive, and auything more humorous was never 
told than bis description of it. The most fairy tales 
had been tod of the enormous 

given by the ve, and 
of the large sums he betted. A 
first-class horse called Countryman, who was top 
weight in the T. Y. C. handicaps, was sent out for 
‘leading business, and a cast-iron hurdle racer to 
do the “walking gentleman.“ Tom the 
crack jockey of the day, who had just rode a 
Derby winner, was first jockey. So far from rook- 
ing the Khedive, it was the 1 — 3 who were 
rooked, as Countryman, it is believed, was n 
and the height of absurdity was reached when 
Englaud’s great jockey, who would have scorned to 
ride at a meeting in this country not under Jockey 
Club rules, meekly got into the saddle and won a 
trivial hurdle race, which was the only prize the 
party did win. “If we bad won every race on the 
card,” said Newhouse, “they would not have 
amounted to more than we could have got in one 
go at Croydon.“ 

On his return from Egypt (it is not Napoleon we 
are speaking of) Newhouse went to Monte Cario, 
where he was denied admission to the gamin 
tables, on the ground that children were not ad- 
mitted. This error was soon rectified, and the 
following day, to the astonishment of the creupiers, 
he was seen — “maximums,” pot altogether 
without success. it was here that he entertained 
several members of the Jockey Club with a most 
princely dinner, the com not breaking up until 
the morning sun sent its s into the room. Nor 
are we surprised at it, as Newhouse was a most ex- 
cellent and entertaining host. A shrewd observer 
his powers of n were most graphic aud 
humorous, and there was enough fun in him, com- 
bined with bard-hitting repartee, to have made the 
fortunes of half a dozen professional wits. 

Tue first time we saw him ride was at Lewes, 
where he won on Touch-and-Go, wies he 
was so small that he had to be lifted into 
the scales, and oarrying the big saddle was 
altogether out of the question. His — at 
this time was littie more than three stone. was 
not long before he took the lead among the light 
weights, but all this time he was treated merely as 
a stabie boy, and every night he had to plean his 
horse, for which 8 it was necessary for him 
to stand on abucket. As will be gathered from 
what we have said, he had far more inte ce 
than the ordinary run of jockeys, and this very 
inteiligence was perhaps his ruin. He became one 
of the biggest backers of the day, and at one period 
was worth many thousands of pounds. The evil 
day came, and having lived so long in luxury he 
did not seem to care to return to the drudgery of 
the saddie, and on Oe his friends, he gradu- 
ally feil and fell until he became a Haymarket 
loafer, and, finaily, poor fellow, found a pauper's 
grave.” There's a moral to this story. 0 
my sporting friends would do well to profit by it,— 
Cincinnati Enquirer.
